in setting salaries and benefits for state 
employees 
On the one hand, 
we must 
recognize that the taxpayers pick up the tab 
On the other, we want to insure that com ­ 
pensation is adequate in order that we can 
hire and retain qualified people who will 
serve their fellow citizens in the m anner 
expected of them 
The Indiana 
legislature and state ad ­ 
m inistrations—throughout recent history— 
have attem pted to equate the level of state 
employee salaries and benefits with the 
middle range of pay and benefits tor com 
parable positions in the private sector 
Striking that balance respects the interests 
of both the taxpayer and the employee 
In a d d itio n , this a d m in istratio n 
has 
allocated the dollars that the legislature 
provides us for salaries and benefits in a 
m anner that does the must good for the 
greatest num ber of state workers 
Salary increases for state employees have 
kept pace with the averages for the private 
sector We also have initiated certain benefits 
which m any workers in business and industry 
already have Increased state shares in the 
cost of m edical care and a new life insurance 
program are exam ples Recently, we began a 
state em ployees' credit union to provide 
another service to state governm ent per­

Bv N A M V K l IU H EN A L 
BALTIMORE (UFI) — Four aching years 
of fear and harassm ent within a red tape 
entanglem ent that stretched from Moscow 
to W ashington ended Wednesday night for 
Edward Gorin and his wife Now they plan a 
second honeymoon, beyond the reach of 
secret police 
Gorin, first violinist with the Baltimore 
Symphony O rchestra, and his wife 
who

her 
maiden 
nam e. 
S o p h i a 
Belotserkorskaya, were m arried eight years 
ago. 
but 
their 
lives were disrupted 
in 
November. 1972, by the birth of their second 
daughter 


Gorin, 33, then had been tired I rom the 
Bolshoi Symphony for refusing to denounce 
lellow m usicians who had applied for exit 
visas His family was granted one. but it 
stipulated a family of three 
Before they 
could leave Moscow, Sophia delivered Julia 
making them a family of four 


The Soviet Union refused to issue new exit 
visas, then said G orin’s wife 
a com puter 
analyst 
was a security risk Gorin left for 
israel alone 
Sofia, however, refused to give up 
She 


(oined a dem onstration in Moscow on June 3, 
1975. 
protesting 
denial 
of 
exit 
visas 
Following that action, she was interrogated 
by the KGB. secret police, then fired from 
her job Sofia and her two children finally 
received perm ission to leave the Soviet 
Union in February, hut they hit another road 
block in Washington Red tape involved in 
securing entry to the United States delayed 
their departure until mid March 
Gorin, his wife and daughters luna. ii, and 
Julia. 4. were together Wednesday night at 
his 
sm all 
Baltimore 
apartm ent 
eating 
dinner together for the first tim e since he 
left the Soviet Union 
’ We are having dinner at hom e," Gorin 
said in halting English 
"We just want to 
stay together I go back to work Friday 
I 
have just today and tomorrow " 
’ My vacation with the orchestra begins 
the 24th of M ay," he said "I think I will ask 
my parents to stay with my children and 
m aybe my wife and I can see Baltimore, 
Washington and Ocean City Yes, it will be 
another honey moon." 
The family was reunited Tuesday night in

York when Sofia arid the children 
arrived from Rome

Spain Gets Chaplin

Spaniards love 
yes. just love 
the G reat D ictator 
After a 40-vear ban, Charlie Chaplin's 
dassie satirizing E urope's Fascist dictators 
finally got the green light from the censor 
An uncut 
version, dubbed with Spanish 
dialogue, is now showing to packed houses in 
four M adrid cinem as 
The film could not be shown in Spain as 
long as G eneralissim o Francisco Franco 
was alive 
Its release has been hailed as perhaps the 
strongest single indication that things now 
are changing 
Even though the movie was mainly aim ed 
at 
Adolf 
Hitler, 
and although 
Chaplin's 
dictator bears little resem blance to Spain’s 
late 
Caudillo, 
the 
governm ent 
h a d 
co n sid ere d 
it 
d an g ero u s 
to 
expose 
authoritarian rule to ridicule 
Moreover, Franco did not like Hitler as a 
person, but had a healthy respect for the 
man who helped him win the civil war 
The m anager of the downtown Benlliure 
cinem a said every showing of the G reat 
Dictator has been sold out Even though the 
film is tim eworn. Spanish critics have given 
it top m arks 


What has am azed many is that there has 
been no controversy surrounding the film, 
and that Spam 's busy rightwing extrem ists 
apparently have not taken notice 
so far 
Rightwing 
commandos 
have 
b e e n 
ransacking bookshops selling literature they 
do not like. They have smoke-bombed movie 
houses and theaters showing 
what they 
consider leftist or pornographic works But 
Chaplin’s 
spoof apparently 
m akes 
them 
laugh, too 
i f s a funny m ovie.” said a 24-year-old 
rightw ing student, somewhat defensively 
“ It has no political meaning 
It's just a 
comedy that has nothing to do with Spain ”

disagreed There was prolonged applause at 
the end when Chaplin delivered his m essage 
to “ Unite, in the nam e of dem ocracy.” 
The audiences are a mix of the young and 
the middle-aged 


"The movie m ade me rem em ber other 
tim es," said a 43-year-old man who refused 
to give his nam e but said he worked for the 
arm y 
A housewife said, "I see why they banned 
it " And a 53-yearold chem ical engineer 
said, “ the sim ilarity to what w e've been 
through was total "

The cattle drive begins with a supper, free 
beer and a dance on May 27 in Fannin, an J 
ends with a parade around the hanging t r e ­ 
at Goliad County Courthouse ">n May 29. 
with participants either riding horseback Ol­ 
in horse-draw n vehicles on the drive across 
five south Texas ranches 


A spokesm an for the sponsoring group 
said it w ants to call attention to the Texas 
(longhorn, which is alm ost as old as civilized 
America itself, but is finding a new place in 


the modern cattie industry Decause of its 
hardiness and resistance to diseases 
Columbus brought Spanish cattle to Santa 
Domingo during his return voyage to the 
newly discovered land in 1493 
The longhorns later were brought to New 
Spain in 1521 and a herd of 200 were driven 
northw ard from Mexico into Texas in 1690 
and som e were brought to Mission Esp.ritu 
Santo de Zuniga in Goliad 
They ranged wild and unbranded by the 
millions across Texas 300 years later 
It was after the Civil War that ranchers 
discovered the value of the estim ated IO 
million longhorns and began the epic trail 
drives 
However, 40 years after the trail drives 
dwindled, only a handful of Texas Longhorns 
were still roam ing the range in isolated 
private herds and by 1964, a survey showed 
there w ere probably less than 1,500 head of 
genuine longhorns. 
Now, with the help of a congressional 
appropriation 
and efforts of 
the 
Texas 
Ixinghorn Breeders Association, there are an 
estim ated 7,000

President Ford 
finally has signed the bill prom ising release 
of $2 14 million in federal election funds 
And not a m oment too soon 
Several candidates were so (m anually 
strapped they were getting desperate. Were 
not the federal m atching money soon to 
become available again, they might have 
done som ething rash 
When funds aren't available for newspaper 
advertising, television time. hum perstickers 
or w hatever, candidates m ust resort

other m eans of keeping in the public eye 
The quest for free publicity generally 
lakes the form of socalled "media events.” 
Thus far, these happenings have been rather 
restrained, involving such stunts as riding 
elephants, playing basketball, touring coal 
mines and cam paigning atop the 110-story 
World Trade Center. 
Release of the federal cam paign funds 
should keep this sort of thing at a m inumuin 
for awhile yet But much of the money m ust 
In* used to pay outstanding bills.

candidate, call him Sen. Brandex, and his 
advisers
